F o rtW o rth o r Dallas papers at much 
less expense than through the country 
papers. 
W h a t ’s the reason? Because 
Fort W orth and Dallas merchants 
really advertise. 
Country merchants 
would do well to think about th is.” 
The mail order man has studied 
the situation, it is evident. 
In the 
cities where 
the merchants depend 
wholly upon newspaper advertising, 
they see there is nothing doing for 
them. 
In the towns where the merch­ 
ants advertise differently or not at 
all, the raaii order man sees his 
opportunity for a harvest. 
Only the 
loyalty of the newspapers to their 
home town and home business men 
—and it must be confessed that this 
loyalty is largely unappreciated by 
the men to whom it is given—prevents 
the mail order concerns from getting 
rich at theexpenseof the non-advertis­ 
ing merchant.

hind, but the outside cold air rushes 
In from all sides 
Now, It is a scien­ 
tific and mechanical truth that when a 
fluid runs in from all sides toward a 
central point It cause* n whirlpool or 
rotation of the fluid. 
The exact anal­ 
ogy of a cyclone, then, although with 
the fluid water Instead of air. Is seen 
when the stopper Is pulled out of the 
bottom of a basin full of water 
An 
almost perfect vacuum, as far as the 
water Is concerned. Is caused by the 
water Immediately over the stopper 
running out 
The rest of the water 
rushes In from all directions, and a 
whirlpool Is the result 
There Is one 
difference here from the air cyclone, 
in the air the force with which it 
rushes toward the center greatly com­ 
presses the air whirling at that point 
and makes It very dense—so dense. In 
fact, that a straw carried In the cen­ 
tral whirl can be driven Into a big 
block of wood without bending. 
Of 
course In a whirlpool the water is not 
compress#**!, remaining practically the 
same in density all the time 
That 
is one highly Important property of 
water: It Is practically Incompressible. 
Nevertheless It Is very interesting to 
see the whirl form In a basin and 
know that the mechanical laws are 
the same as in the formation of a cy 
clone 
many 
miles 
wide.—Harper**

NEW JERSEY TEA. 


Red Root, That Did Good Service In 
Revolutionary Days. 
You honsekee|>ers of today whose fa­ 
vorite brands of Orange l*ekoe. I'ng- 
llsh Breakfast. India and Ceylon, etc.. 
diffuse tbelt* fragrance over your tea 
table would hardly suppose that tea. 
or, rather, a fairly good substitute for 
It, was once made from the leaves of 
one of our prettiest New Jersey wild 
flowers. 
Yet so It was in the old tur­ 
bulent days of the American Revolu­ 
tion, when they had so much trouble 
over the imported article and used 
various beverages as substitutes for 
that to which they had become accus­ 
tomed. 
New Jersey tea. or red root, as it is 
also called, is n low growing shrub 
with 
many 
branches, 
seldom 
over 
three feet high, and is found from 
Canada to Florida, growing usually in 
dry wooded sections. 
It is very abun­ 
dant in New Jersey, for which it is 
named. 
It blooms profusely in July 
and Is so showy, with its many pan- 
Icled white blossoms, as to be quite 
worth a place In the gardens as au 
ornamental shrub. 
It has a dark red 
root, with leaves dowuy beneath and 
very much veined, by which it is easily 
distinguished from the pure tea. 
An 
infusion of the leaves prepared in the 
same manner as the genuine article 
has somewhat the taste of ordinary 
grades of the tea of the orient, hut is 
not supposed to possess any of its 
atimulating properties.—Exchange.

Among tlie Protestant denomina 
lions of the United States the Baptists 
rank second,numbering 5,662,334. The 
Methodist are first, with 5,749,838. 
The Baptist of the United States 
raised last year for church work $22,- 
813,864. This does not include their 
gifts for education. 
They own and control ten theologi­ 
cal seminaries, valued at $1,327,000, 
with an'endowruent fund of $4,000,000. 
They own and control ninety-four 
universities ar d colleges, valued at 
$28,846,085, with an endowment of $28- 
312,869. 
They have 36,0C0 students in their 
colleges aDd universities. This means 
that about one-seventh of all the uni­ 
versities and college students in the 
United States are in the Bap tist co l­ 
leges. 


They own about one-eighth ol all 
the collegesand university property in 
the United States, and 
control one- 
ninth of the endowment funds. 
Besides their universities and co l­ 
leges, the Baptist own and control 
eighty-four secondary school, valued 
at $4,245,407, with an endowment fund 
of $1,684,094. 
They have in these 
schools 14.452 students. 
The Baptist of the United States 
have nearly $75,000,000 invested in 
educational w o i -k . 
In the year 1800 there were 50,000 
Baptists in the United States. 
On 
Ja n . 1. 1909 there weie 5,145,143.

ADDRESSES TEACHER 


Splendid Points Given In­ 
structors in the Schools 
of Wise County. 


, 
It shall be my purposein this paper 
to offer a word of 
encouragement 
to the teachers of my county. 
W e 
are humble servants of the people 
and we need kind words to cheer us 
on in our useful but wearisome la­ 
bors. 
When I review the work which lies 
out before us and again look to see 
who are they who are 
to do this 
\ work I am reminded of the parable 
-H erd ed 
in Holy 
Writ, where 
a 
Jrtain rich man on arranging to 
rn ve this country for a season call­ 
id his servants about him; to one he 
gave live talents, to another he gave 
two, and to a third he gave one. 
The 
one who received the live talents went 
and traded and by sound businesss 


i n d u s t r y doubled the amount. So like­ 
wise did the one receiving the two 
talents. 
But the one receiving the 
one 
talent went 
away and buried 
his. 
On return of the master the servants 
having the live talents and the two 
talents delivered to their lord double 
the original 
amount, 
and for this 
they 
received 
these 
encouraging 
words, 
-‘well 
done 
thou 
good 
and 
faithful 
servant 
thou hast 
been faithfull over a few things I will 
make thee ruler 
over many, enter 
thou into the joys of thy lord .” But 
not so with the selfish and unjust 
servant, for even what he had was 
ordered to be taken away from him 
and given to the one who had render­ 
ed honest faithful service. 
To you teachers who are in charge 
of our childern you have many duties 
to perform, you are intrusted with 
something more precious than 
the 
ancient money val ue of a talent. 
You have under your 
care 
the 
future destiny of these innocent child­ 
ren. 
Let me make it stronger, we the 
teaching body in the United States 
have under our care the future of our 
beloved nation. 
Shall we bury the 
love of our nation and there by decline 
to bend every energy within us for 
the well fare of these childern under 
our care? 
I some times think that the strong 
and able teacher after he has spent 
f 
earnest efforts in developing boys 
o 
useful men that 
he certainly 
finds much joy as he looks out over 
profitable lives of his pupils. 
Dont 
you think fellow teachers, that in after 
years it will afford you great pleasure 
to count your pupils among the hon­ 
est men of our goverment. 
Supose 
in the future sometime you pay a 
visit to these good honest men and 
among them you find a Chief Justice 
Jay, or in the halls of congress you 
find a Rosco Conkling, or among the 
soldiery you find a Stonewal Jackson, 
or among the governers you find a 
John A. Johnson, or among the poets 
a Longfellow, or further and still 
more grand, you search the ministry 
and find there a 
Morgan-Wells, a 
Talmage, and a Moody. 
Could you 
ask for things grander, or a privilege 
to be more greatly admired? No won­ 
der the great Teacher, the Nazrine, 
used the parable of the talents that he 
might teach the faithful that they may 
some day enter into the joy of their 
Lord 
But another question: Suppose that 
should you in later years visit one of 
these pupils, who has become a mighty 
power for good, and that good man 


t a k e s you by the hand with these re­ 
marks: 
“ My good old school mas­ 
ter, I love you for what you did for 
m e.” 
Would not this be similar to 
that enunciation, “ Thou has 
been 
* ithful over a few things, enter thou 
7 iiniui over a. 
iMo the joy of thy Lord.” 
Fellow teachers, there is a mighty 
work for us to do, but I tell you that 
there is glory in the work if it be hon­ 


estly done. 
Unfortunately there is another pic­ 
ture that may be painted. 
Suppose 
that in the far away dismal some time 
we visit a crim inal’s dungeon, as we 
face that unfortunate sinner, the boy­ 
hood face of our old-time pupil be­ 
comes reco g n isab le, and then should 
he take us by the hand with these re­ 
marks: 
“ You were once my oldtime 
teacher and I your neglected p u p il.” 
Do you not think we should turn away 
from that hostile feeling cursed for 
ever h a ti n g attempted 
to teach a 
school? 
I must not emphasize this side of 
the picture too much for fear I dis­ 
courage you. 
Our county needs you, 
and it needs your very best energies. 
We must make for our people of 
Wise 
county 
a 
system of good 
schools. 
We need schools that will 
turn out whole men, not one-sided and 
dwarfed, but whole men, men with 
minds well trained, and men with 
moral force, men who know, men who 
feel, men of action, and men who are 
not afraid to act rig h t. 
We need 
teachers of good morals and gentle 
manners, and good religion, not con­ 
tracted, but the religion that thinks 
right and does right, the religion of 
right ethics, the religion that- is hu­ 
man and divinest in its humanity, the 
religion that makes for its practice 
the good habits of industry, truth, 
honesty and temperance. 
For this very purpose our fore­ 
fathers founded our school system. 
Tho public school is here to make 
men and women better and to prepare 
them for the duties of life both social 
and national. 
And 
what task 
is 
higher or grander than that? Quoting 
from Browning: 
“ ’Tis vain to think of forwarding 
G od’s glory otherwise. 
We are His glory; if we be glorious, 
Is not the thing achieved?” 
Because this is done for our state, 
or for the social life of our nation, 
does not make it less divine. In quot­ 
ing from one of theSouthland’sgreat- 
est orators, who said: “ Who lets his 
country die lets all things die, and 
things dying, cures him. 
Who saves 
hrs country saves all things, and all 
things saved shall bless him.” 
I am constrained to say that the 
teacher who lets his school die lets 
talents die, and all talents dying cures 
him. 
But the teacher who 
saves 
his school saves his talents, and his 
talents saved shall bless him. 
If 
there was ever a time when good mor­ 
als and gentle manners should be 
taught in our schools, it is now. 
If 
there was ever a time when the teach­ 
er should be a religious man, honest 
and sincere, it is now. 
If there was 
ever a time when by the force of his 
life and by the strength of Ins charac­ 
ter he should make his religion felt, 
it is now. 
Here quotiog Dr. Kesler: 
“ Religion and character do not fill 
different alcoves in our nature, nor 
fill different alcoves in our charac­ 
ter. 
They do not go tandem. 
They 
march abreast. 
They are interwoven 
into the deeps of our life and into all 
of its issues.” 
Some may tell us, and do tell us, 
that the state cannot teach religion: 
but I am here to say that the teachers 
of the state can. 
They can teach as 
much religion as they properly live, 
and no power on earth can prevent it. 
So the soouer we realize that we are 
real live human beings, responsible 
to God and servants of our fellow- 
beings, that soon we realize that life 
is contagious and that life is the main 
matter. 
Ruskin said: 
“ There is no 
wealth but life. 
That country is the 
richest that furnishes the greatest 
number of noble and happy human 
beings.” 
F o r this 
achievement our public 
schools now exist, and they shall not 
answer the demands of the people till 
they answer them on this high level. 
I stand for butter schools through­ 
out the state, but especially for Wise 
county, and I stand for the best 
schools that we the teachers and the 
trustees can make. 
But without a 
word of discouragement to anyone, 
I must tell you that our great prob­ 
lem is our country schools. 
That 
school from which seventy-five per 
cent of America’s greatest men come, 


and again that school th at takes two- 
thirds of our children untaught from 
the home and drops them hopelessly 
without a chance at high school train ­ 
ing, I say these are the schools that 
must be brought up to the needs and 
possibilities of country fife. 
This 
must be done by m aking the country 
schools better and by establishing 
country high schools with good old 
country flavor in them, and by put­ 
ting into these schools more vital en­ 
ergy and more vital teaching. 
Give our country children a sound 
training, one that fits them for the 
counting house, the work-shop, the 
farm, or the pulpit. 
And last, but 
not the least, give them the mastery 
of the English language and the skill 
to use it correct! v.

Committee Makes Reply to 
Article Concerning Sale 
of Our Public Park. 


Prospects Look Bright for 
Securing Gainesville- 
Weatherford Line 


A mass meeting of the citizens of 
Decatur was held Monday afternoon 
in the district court room for the pur­ 
pose of discussing the proposition of 
the Weatherford, Oklahoma & W est­ 
ern railroad company.

way of raising the amount asked for. 
Several good talks were made by 
State Senator Terrell, Mayor H. L. 
Ward, Frank J. Ford, C. D. Cates C. 
C. Jones, D. J. Simpson and others. 
They all laid special stress on Deca­ 
tu r’s need for this road. 
A report 
from the committee selected to secure 
subscription's 
was 
submitted, 
and i 
something like $30,000 had been sub­ 
scribed. This committee was instruct-1 
cd to notify the railway officials th a t! 
this amount had been raised, and any I 
agreement entered into by the commit­ 
tee with the company would be a g re e - ! 
able to the citizens of Decatur.

committee 
notified 
the 
promoters 
Monday night after the meeting ad­ 
journed, and as we go to press there 
are strong indications that Decatur’s 
offer will be accepted and the survey­ 
ing corps will be put in the field to­ 
day or tomorrow.

Because 
Fort W orth and Dallas merchants 
really advertise. 
Country merchants

Any one can make the exact counter­ 
part of a cyclone if he so desires. Of 
course a cyclone is caused by the air 
over a big area getting warm and 
light with small pressure. 
This air 
consequently tries to rise almost in a 
body and leaves a partial vacuum be­ 
hind, but the outside cold air rushes 
In from all sides. 
Now, it is a scien­ 
tific and mechanical truth that when a 
fluid runs in from nil sides toward a 
central point it causes a whirlpool or 
rotation of the fiuid. 
The exact anal­ 
ogy of a cyclone, then, although with 
the fiuid water instead of air. is seen 
when the stopper is pulled out of the 
bottom of a basin full of water.

block of wood without bending.

course In a whirlpool the water is not 
compressed, remaining practically the 
same in density all the time 
That 
is one highly important property of 
water: It is practically incompressible. 
Nevertheless it is very interesting to 
see the whirl form in a basin and 
know that the mechanical laws are 
the same as in the formation of a cy­

it blooms profusely in July 
and Is so showy, with its many pan­ 
icled white blossoms, as to be quite 
worth a place in the gardens as an 
ornamental shrub.

distinguished from the pure tea.

Among the P ro testan t denomina­ 
tions of the United States the Baptists 
rank second,num bering 5,662,334. The 
M ethodist are first, with 5,749,838. 
The Baptist of the United States 
raised last year for church work $22, 
813,864. This does not include their 
gifts for education. 
Th^y own and control ten theologi­ 
cal seminaries, valued at $1,327,000, 
with a n 'endowment fund of $4,000,000. 
They own and control ninety-four 
universities and colleges, valued at 
$28,MO,085, with an endowment of $28- 
312,869. 
They have 36,OOO students in their 
colleges and universities. This means 
th at about one-seventh of all the uni­ 
versities and college students in the 
United States are in the B aptist col­ 
leges. 


They own about one-eighth of all 
the collegesand university property in 
the United States, and control one- 
ninth of the endowment funds. 
Besides their universities and col­ 
leges, the Baptist own and control 
eighty-four secondary school, valued 
at $4,245,407, with an endowment fund 
of $1,684,094. 
They have in these 
schools 14,452 students. 
The B aptist of the United States 
have nearly $75,000,000 invested in 
educational work. 
In the year 1800 there were 50,000 
B aptists in the United States.

Jan . I, 1909 there weie 5,145,143.
